Onions Stuffed with Peanut But-
ter.—Select mild, -medium-sized on-
fons. Peel and boil until tender,
cut out the centers from each,
leaving a shell of the onion. Chop
the onion removed, add an equal
quantity of peanut butter, one-half
teaspoonful of salt, and one-half
teaspoonful of paprika. Mix and
fill the onions. Place in a but-
tered bakihg dish and baste with
hot cream three times during the
baking. Serve with a sauce, using
the liquid from the pan, thickened.
Scalloped Chicken with Corn.—

Use the leftover meat from a
stewed or roasted fowl. For each
cupful of the meat add one cupful
of fresh corn or of cornlet (corn
prepared by pressing out the cen-
ters) and one cupful of cream
sauce.
